Counterfeit Coin Swindle. 


_ News of 2 very ingenious fraud

CHINA'S CEMENT INDUSTRY. 

As China is developing in- 
j Castrially das by day, the con- 
! samption for cement is increas- 
ing by leaps aod bounds. Last 
| year China consamed over 4,000,- 
000 barrels of ‘cement in building 
\ warehouses, factories, office build- 
ings, sewage pipes, rrilway sta- 
: ‘ tions, works on rivers, harbours, 
rete. Be¢ause of the enormous 
demand, three new cement works 
have receatly been started and 
are neating completion. One is 
the Shanghai Portland Coment 
t Works, organized sbont four 
yeats ago. It is capitalized at 
$2,000,000 and the works are 
situated abort two miles from 
Lungbus. They can produce 
1,200 barrels perday. Anotheris 
the Chins Portlsnd Cement 
Work, promoted by a well- 

known contzactor in Shanghai, 
Yao Shing-kee. This concern 
was started about two years ago 
and is capitalized at $1,000,000. 
The works are at Lungteh, near 
Nanking. Four hundred barrels 
of cement can be turned out every 
day. The third and biggest is 
the Ta Hu Cement Company, 
promoted by —:the noted 
silk and cotton merchant

his eldest son, Gsiah Hsiobchin. . 
: The compary is capitalized at, 
$1,500,090. The raw matecials for 
j cement-making — limestone and 
clay — are obtained very near the 
factory ground and the daily oat- 
putofthe works is 2,000 barrels 
perday. At present the price of 
cement is rather high, about Tis. 4 
to Tis. 5 per barrel, ‘bat it will 
probably dopreciate when the 
market is flooded with the pro- 
ducts ofthese new works. At the 
same time the cheapness ofcement 
should stimulate its consumption.
